1 say these 
three gentlemen are our agents ; that i3 a ll; noth­ 
ing else. There is 110 capital stock - no pretense of 
any. They pretend to have honesty, and I believe 
they have it. The gentleman said yesterday that 
one-third of the savings banks had gone to ruin in 
the last year, and the balance were on the verge of 
bankruptcy. 
lie told half a truth. 
The first 
half I believe is something near true. 
I believe the 
Bank Commissioners have silted the wheat from the 
chaff and the fine gold from thefslickens. The last half 
*»f tho assertion I <lis ent from with some indigna­ 
tion. I do not believe the savings banks of this 
State are on the verge of bankruptcy, or a-'.vwherc 
near it.

Eleven of the principal banks of this State stand in 
that class—the same as the commercial banks.

The Constitution does not 
Bay that you shall take two per cent, from one class 
of institutions and give it to another, or that you 
shall release this bank or that bank, or this industry 
or that industry. It is liid down in language tlmt 
cannot be misunderstood, and we must enforce it. 
Mr. Mat—To my mind, Mr. Speaker, the gentle­ 
man from Napa has utterly and entirely failed and 
missed the question at issue. He has made an able 
speech here to prove to the people of California that 
the savings tanks are rotten to the core and un­ 
worthy of their confidence, and, in the interest of 
the State, ought to be abolished. If such a motion 
had been before the House, his speeeh would have 
been an able one. 
Now I cannot stand here and 
talk as a bonk expert. 
I have never in my life had 
any other relation with banks than that of depos­ 
itor. The gentleman from Napa has a savings bank, 
I be leve, and ca n s p e a k from e x p e rie n c e . 
Mr. Hartron—Let me correct you. Ours is a 
commercial tank—a stock bank. We pay depositors 
for their money when they deposit it. It is tbs Bank 
of Napa. 
Mr. Mat—I thank the gentleman. 
I did not in­ 
tend to misrepresent him. Now, if my amendment 
covered banks like that of tht^gentleman Lora 
Napa, that borrow money and agree to pay depos 
itors a certain amount of iutercst, then I wouldn’t 
have & word to s»y to the gentleman. I say, taot 
them ; they should be taxed. If the gentleman is 
President of a bank that borrows money and agrees 
to pay a certain rate, say eight per cent., and then 
proceeds to loan the money at one per cent, per 
month, expecting to make four percent, clear on 
the

But I am not talking about that kind of a bank. I 
refer to the banks that have no capital stock. He 
undertook to make the point against me that these 
savings hanks have no capital stock.

SPEECH OF HON. GffiOVE L. JOHNSON 


In the Senate of California, on Friday, 
February 27tb, During the Discussion 
of the Majority and Minority Bills 
cn Revenue and Taxation.

Mr, J ohnson—Mr President, I do not know that 
I can enlighten any Senator upon this floor; 1 do 
not kno« as I can throw any light upon the subject. 
1 do not know’ that 1 can properly express my own 
views, but I know this—that I do not propose in 
discussing this question to Le-bound to any narrow 
or technical construction that z»ay have been given 
in the past by any Court to an}' other provision of 
any other Constitution. 
I impose, in giving my 
reasons a^4 in cas: ing my vute upon this pro|>osi- 
tion to act in that manner which it seems to me 
common sense die ates; to act in that manner which 
I think the interest» < f the St-ite of California dic­ 
tate, without reference to what L may read, or what 
I may consider from vome decision of some Court 
upon a proposition entirely different from that which 
we are now about to vote upon. 
1 may be parduned 
for saying that) one of the reasons which impels me 
to take that course is, that as has been truly said by 
Senator» upon this floor, there arc deeis ons both 
ways upon this proposition. The Supreme Court of 
the United States, the Supreme Court of this State, 
tho Supreme Court of every State in the Union that 
has passed upon tbe vexed question of revenue and 
taxation, have at various times rendered various de­ 
cisions proving what at the time was simply the 
view» of the Judges constituting the Courtaas to the 
true relations which tne laws bear to the Constitution, 
and which both bear to the question of the revenue 
that should be collected, and the manner of 
collecting that revenue from the people. The cir­ 
cumstances of the present case,.the circumstances 
which surrou d us, the circumstances which led to 
the adoption of the Copstitution which is now our 
guide, .the debates in that Convention, aud the pres­ 
ent aspect of affairs in the State are all different 
from that of any other Mate or any other country 
in which a decision has been rendered upon this 
qpestion. At the outset, again 1 may be ¡ardoned 
for saving, that so far as 1 have been able to dis- 
cov r, there is but one Senator upoo this floor wno 
boldly favors double taxation. 
There is but one 
Senator upon this floor who has the audacity or 
courage, or whatever you may call it, to boldly 
announce 
himself, 
or 
to 
quietly 
announce 
himself in favor of double taxation, and that 
is the Senator from Sonotu*. 
He stands alone 
in that position, announcing himself, by his answers 
to the questions put by ¿toe Senator from Santa 
Clara, as being in favor of the double taxation o! 
property in this State. While I congratulate him 
upon his courage, I cannot admire him either for 
his consistency or for the justness of his position. 
The provision of the Constitution, which governs us 
in tho; decision of this question has been read so 
many times that it scarcely needs for me to again 
read i t ; but iuasmuch as I shall refer to it hereaf­ 
ter in debate, I desire to call attention to its p. cu­ 
li ir language: "A ll property in the State not 
exempt under the laws of the United Stafes shall be 
taxed in proportion to its value, to be ascertained 
as provided by law.” It does not state, as was very 
iugttiionhj/ *.ild by the gentleman from Los Angeles, 
“ in proportion U> its value.” Not at a ll; but taxed 
"in proportion to its value, to be ascertained as pro­ 
vided by low.” W hit power, what authority is it 
that provides the law? What yx>wer is it that pro­ 
vides the means of ascertaining the value of this 
property which shall be taxed as the Constitu*ion 
says? The Legislature of the State. 
Wc are called 
upon now*, not to fix an arbitrar} rate of taxation, 
but we are called upon to pass a law whereby can be 
ascertained the value of propcity in order that it may 
be taxed in proportion to that value. The remainder 
of the sect 011 reads: "The word * property,’ as 
used iu this article and section, is hereby declared 
to include moneys, credits, bonds, stocks, dues, 
franchises, aud .all other matters and things real, 
personal and mixed, capable of private ownership; 
provided, that growing crops, property used ex­ 
clusively for public schools, aud such as may belong 
to the United 5>tat<s, this State, or to any county 
or municipal corporation within this State, shall be 
exempt from taxation.” Now the 
PROVISIONS OF ALL CONSTITUTIONS 
Are either mandatory, prohibitory, or permissive. A 
Constitution is mandatory when it says you thall 
do a certain thing. It is prohibitory when it says 
that under no circumstance shall a certain line of 
action be adopted. It is permissive when it gives 
the Legislature the power to decide whether or not 
a certain rule shall he adopted, cither in framing a 
system of revenue or any other law. Our Constitu­ 
tion clearly is not mandatory upon the subject of 
doub e taxation. It is clearly not prohibitory upon 
the subject of double taxation, but the man, < r set 
of men, the Senator, or hundred Senators, the news­ 
paper or the hunured newspaper», that attempts to 
say that this Constitution does not iu express terms 
permit 
double taxation, is unmindful of 
the 
meaning *-f the English language, and is seek­ 
ing to befog a que-tion so plain that a boy at 
school can understand the meaning of it. The Con­ 
stitution, in express terms, does permit double tax- 
tion, an*l in the expressive language of the Senator 
from the Eleventh,* which no man can deny” and suc­ 
cessfully maintain his denial. The question then for 
us, as wise legislators, to decide is, having the per­ 
mission for double taxation, shall we have double 
taxation as the rule in this State ? ho far as 1 am 
concerned, I can answer that question squarely and 
fair y. Never shall my vote be given for any law 
which directly or indirectly perrons double taxation 
or treble taxation in this fctate. Now, as bearing 
upon the question that notwithst *nding the unfor­ 
tunate wording of this Constitution, which was to 
have been the panacea for all the evils that Califor­ 
nia has been heir to, notwithstanding the peculiar 
wording of the Constitution which pern its double 
taxa ion, those who frame I this Constitution did not 
iutend tnat we should have double taxation. Those 
members who framed this Constitution, those people 
who voted upon and discussed it, if their views 
are to be takeu as bearing at all up »n the question, 
have uniformly decided that they were not in favor 
either of double taxation, or in favor of taxing the 
capital stock of a corporation. Now, it may be that 
men have changed their views. 
I recognize the 
right and the duty of a man to change his views, 
and if any person who was a member of the Constitu­ 
tional Convention, and there voted against double 
taxation, and there voted against tbe taxation of 
the capital st*»ck of a corporation, has seen fit to 
change bis views, that is his right and privilege, but 
I trust that he will not be ready, as some have been in 
the past, to accuse other» of changing their views. 
One of the propositions submitted to that Constitu­ 
tional Convention was as follows. The Committee 
on Revenue and Taxation of the Constitutional Con­ 
vention submitted their report, and recommended 
that the following be a iopted : 
"Section 2. All property, in eluding franchises, 
capital stock of corj»orations or joint stock asso­ 
ciations, aud solvent debts, deducting therefrom 
debts due to bona fide residents of this Sute, and 
excluding growing crops, private property exempt 
from taxation under the laws of the United States, 
public property belonging to the United States, or to 
this State or any munici; ality thereof, and all prop­ 
erty and the proceeds thereof which is used ex­ 
clusively for charitable purposes, shall be taxed in 
projiortiou to its value, to be ascertained as directed 
by law.” 
. 
There was a plain, unmistakable declaration in 
the report of the Committee on Revenue and Taxa­ 
tion that capitil stock shouhl be taxed. What did 
the Convention do with that section ? They voted it 
down. Is not that a declaration on their part that 
they did not intend to tax the capital stock of cor­ 
porations? And the Senator from Soncma is found 
voting against that proposi'.ion. Another propo 
sitio» was submitted to that Convention by Mr. 
Huestis, of Humboldt, which provides as follows : 
" All property m this State, including franchises, 
capital stock of corporations or joint stock associa­ 
tions, and solvent debts, except growing crops, pri­ 
vate propertv exempt from taxation under the laws 
of the United States, public property belonging to 
the Uni.ed States or to this SUte, or any county, 
city and countv, city or municipality thereof, and 
excepting all property, real and era nal, belonging 
to and devoted to public use iu all public school dis­ 
tricts and departments in this Stile, shall lie taxed 
in proportion to its cash value, to be ascertained as 
directed bv law.” 
I am reading from tlie joarral of the committee. 
Anti the proposition was voted down bv the Consti­ 
tutional Convention. Now that is the second time 
that the members of th* Constitutional Convention 
declared by thfir votes that they were cat in favor 
of the taxation of th esip iu l stock of corporations. 
We read further, an amendment introduced by Mr. 
Hale: 
"A ll property within this Stato, including frau- 
chi* s and the capital stock of corpcMKiions, shall be 
taxed in proportion to its value.” 
That was voted down by the Constitutional Con­ 
vention also, making the third time that the Consti­ 
tutional Convention voted th at they were not in 
favor of taxing the capital Block of corporations and 
joint stuck associations. Further we find th is: 
««The capital itcck oj all corporations and joint 
strife associations sfotfl be assessed to such corpo- 
n tiro tfB d a»rodatjtoas,” etc. 


VOTED DOWN FOUR TIMES. 
Tw re was the fourth time that it was attempted 
to taw the capital stock of corporation* and joint 
stock awocia'ions, and f*.r the reur.h unie the Con* 
sti utfonal COi'ventioii voted down the propoeiticn.

They seek to raise a hue and cry against corpora­ 
tions and attract the attention of the Legislature 
and the people from the »ery person» who have not 
paid, and who do not j repose t- pay, their just aud- 
full share of the taxation necessary to support the 
Government of this State. The large land holders 
w*ere represented and strongly represented in that 
Constitutional Convention, and they succeeded in 
protect n^' themselves, and in so doing they sought 
to interfere with the vested rights of others by raising . 
a hue and cry against corporatio ns. An attempt has 
been made—and I will be pardoned if 1 allude to it¿* 
an attempt has been made not only in the commit* 
tee when this was being discussed, but upon the 
floor of this benate, to shake 
THE RED RAG OF THE COMMUNE 
In our faces, to raise a whip of some kind over our 
heads and dare us to do certain things. The Senator 
from Sonoma, claiming by gome unheard-of process 
to represent the people of this State—claiming by 
some unhc rod-of process to read his title clear, to 
speak for e»*ery interest and for every voter in Cali­ 
fornia, threatens those upon this floor who dare to 
disagree with him. I read from a San Francisco 
¡taper that favors bis views, as I understand it, his 
rem arks: 
No wiseacre from Pine street, and no autoerat 
from the comer of Fourth and Townsend, can dic­ 
tate ray course to me. I propose to do my duty as 
1 understand it. There may be those who would 
abrogate and set aside the Constitution. There may 
be some persons still living in this land—possibly in 
this chamber—who have not yet learned that lesson 
»o useful, and so useful to an American citizen, and 
that is to submit gracefully to the results of an elec­ 
tion ” 
Let me briefly comment on that, to show who it is 
in this Senate w ho is not willing to submit grace­ 
fully to the results of an election. 
Our late civil 
war was brought about bv the friends of a certain 
class who refused to submit lo the result of an elec­ 
tion ; brought about by men w ho said that because 
a President bad been elected to whom they were op­ 
posed they would dissolve the Union aud Becede. 
They submitted that question to the result bf an 
election and were defeated. 
1 hey submitted it to 
the stem arbitrament of (he sword, and they were 
defeated. They and their friends ought to submit 
gracefully to the result of an election, and it doea 
not lie in the mouth of a man who is not willing to 
submit to the verdict of the war—who is not will­ 
ing to submit- to the verdict of the people ot the 
United States—tc set himself up here and talk to 
any man on this fl< or about not being willing to 
submit gracefully to the wishes of a major ty of 
the people of this State. In the b tc Constitutional 
Convention, of which th* Senator from Sonoma 
was a member, this proposition was introduced : 
That this State shall ever remain a member of 
the American Union; that the people thereof are a 
¡«art of the American nation ; that there is no power 
on the ¡tart of this State to secede, and that all at­ 
tempts from whatever source or upon whatever pre­ 
text to dissolve said Union or sever said nation Bhali 
be resisted bv the whole power of the State.” 
Tlie roll was called and the amendment rejected* 
and among the noes is found tlie name of Moreland 
of Sonoma. And yet he, the man who is not will­ 
ing to submit to the result of an electic-n and the 
result of the war, assumes to dictate to men, and to 
threaten men on this tt ”^r bee* use they are noi. will­ 
ing to submit to the rule of the tramp and the rule 
of the demagogue and the rulo of those who would 
rob property of its right» and turn this State over 
into the hands of a crazy mob that attempts to de­ 
stroy our very existence, as was sought by the men 
of the South because they could not control the 
country. And when the Senator can prove that he 
has gracefully submitted to the result of that elec­ 
tion and of the war, as his vote shows that he did 
not, it will be time enough to sptrak in reference to 
subrouting to the results of un election, lie said 
further: 
" But, sir, I am constrained to believe that they 
are few in numhei and powerless for harm. The 
day will come when the Constitution of this State 
will take its prone»* place among the organic laws oí 
the States of this Union; and the day will also 
come, after the detractions of coutem|>or&nes and 
the bitterness of the hour shall have passed away, 
when the framers of that Constitution will be ac­ 
corded their proper place in the history of this 
State. The jieople of this State are determined that 
the Constitution shall have a fair and impartial 
trial, and any man or set of men, or any political 
party, that stands in the way m uit inevitably go the 
wall.” 
The last sentence I heartily indorse, and I hope 
that every member of the Senate indorses it. 
U 
was uncalled-for, unwi»e and improper te state in 
advance, at the very opening of this discussion, that 
any Senator on this floor was 


OPPOSED TO T H E CONSTITUTION. 
I voted against that Constitution ; I ?¡»oke against it. 
If I Ktd been possessed of fifty thou-und votes, and 
flttv thousand tongues, I would have used all those 
votes and all those tongues against the adoption of 
the r.cw Constitution. In niy judgment it was of 
110 value to the people. It was my judgment that 
it wouid prove a detriment and a damage to the 
State. I had the right to vote against it, and to 
Fjieak against it, and if it should come up to-morrow 
I should vote against it again and speak against it 
again. 
But because I did vote against it does not 
detract from my desire, now that it has been adopted 
as the organic law of the land, to give it a fair and 
impar, ial trial, and seek to make its provisions as 
little onerous as they can poe?.blv be made ut on the 
people of this SUtc. 1 would commend to the Sen­ 
ator the old aphorism that h»>se who boast of their 
integrity, that those who boast cl their ability to 
resist temptation, are not always the ones that are 
clad in an armor of proof to resist all temptation. 
When a man boasts of his ability to resist a wiseacre 
from Fine street, and an aot »crat from Fourth and 
Towns nd, it may be w ise for tbe Senator to inquire 
of himself whether he has not met any cf these 
wiseacres and autociats, and whether he would 
not be improved if he did 
not meet either 
or both. 
So far os I am 
concerned I am 
prepared 
to accept 
the wiseacre from 
Pino 
street or the autocrat from Fourth and Townsend 
rather than to accept the dictates of the man under 
whose banner I understai.d the Senator, in common 
with his party, propose* to march at tha next 
election. 
THE MINORITY REPORT. 
Now I am opposed to the adoption of the minority 
report.’ I am opposed to taking it as the basis of ac­ 
tion, believing it to be improper and wrong, and 1 
wish to say that for one I have not changed my 
mind 
I voted against the taxation of »t<jcks in the 
committee, and 1 stand prepared now to cost my 
vote against the taxation of stocks, believing it te 
be wrong in principle and worse in practice ; be­ 
lieving it to be one of those cases where we are 
called upon to do that which the Constitution gives 
us the right to do, discriminate against douUe taxa­ 
tion and prevent, if ¡*osMble, th© un¡»o«itii»n of 
double and treble taxation on th© people of this 
State 
What is the market value of s:oc4t ? V\ bat 
is the market value of this intangible something 
which the minority report seeks to tax ? Why. as I 
understand it, the article» of incorporation or tho 
certificate which represents shares of stock is simply 
the same as ihe deed that a man may have to his 
house and lot. Fcr instance, the Seuator from Ban 
Francisco (Mr. Traylor) has a house and lot, nod he 
has a very beautifully engraved deed to that prop­ 
erty 
Ought he te assessed for the house aud lot 
and then for the deed that evidences his ownership 
of that property ? A corpora'it-a is aa aggregate of 
individuals, an aggregate of ínteres:s. Tne indi- 
vidu»l« cone togitlter to mike up one component 
whole, which in the eye» ot th* Uw then bicornes a 
person—, body politic and corporate. Ucnnnot hive 
any more po w d ; it cannot fihve any more property ; 
it cannot have any more riuht. to projorty th in tbe 
in d iv id u a l. 
An individua] may own a mill.on dol­ 
lars of property aud have it represent^) by itself, 
and a corporation may bave a milln n didiate’ wortb 
of property and have it reprenentcd by oertidote» 
of stock, or by article, ol iucorporation. Now 
where ia the difference between the two? Itsslocic 
is simply tbe representative of that interest In the 
property, ’ihe stock no rely represents that the 
corporation as a corporation owns’ certain property. 
Why if lem , Dick and Harry engage in busincr . to- 
ffetiicr as a copartnership, and ein. 1„ t soutn a-tn c 
lawyer to draw artiUcs ol copartnership, would is 
be right to tax the partnership property and then

tho parties together ? Ai d }ei Ui»t is what 
U sought to le done by taxing tbe properly

TAXATION. 
A great deal of nonsense has been talked 
in the Legislature lately about the man. 
ner in which taxation is evaded, the un­ 
warrantable assumption being generally 
made that a closer collection of taxes can 
be secured by changing the revenue laws. 
It is a demonstrated fact that if at any­ 
time in the past the old revenue laws had 
been faithfully and ligorously enforced, 
the taxes would have been collected as 
closely as they are ever likely to he. But 
the truth is that the defect iu the system 
ci taxation lies mainly in its administra­ 
tion, not in its scope. The Assessor does 
not obey the laws as a rule, nor can he he 
made to do so while the office is elective. 
No man can take the office and administer 
it rigorously, save at the certain sacrifice 
of all future hopes of political preferment. 
If our Assessors were independent of the 
taxpayers upon whose property they must 
operate, they could afford to make close 
assessments. As it is they are practically 
deprived of all independence by the sys­ 
tem under which they obtain office, and 
the consequence is that the law is loosely 
and unevenly administered. 
To make 
the law more stringent, however, will not 
remedy this state of things. So long as 
the Assessors are numbed and paralyzed 
by their dependence upon the taxpayers 
the old evils will continue. 
We might 
take a lesson from the history- of the Judi­ 
ciary iu this connection. Just so long as 
Judges were appointed by the Crown, and 
held office at its j leasuie, the Bench was 
corruptly subservient, and the people 
were denied justice. 
From the day the 
independence of the Bench was secured 
corruption vanished from the English 
CourtB, and they have ever since been 
conspicuous for their impartiality and in­ 
tegrity. We shall in vain seek to amend 
the tax laws while we deny independence 
to the Assessors, and if the Legislature 
realized this it would save itself the ex- 
penditurn of a great deal of valuable time, 
at present thrown away upon the discus­ 
sion of points which are really of very in­ 
considerable weight and importance. 


A CURIOUS REVELATION. 


It appears to have been jnst discovered 
that the attempt to blow up the Czar in 
his Winter Palace was really a feat de­ 
manding no particular care or skill, inas­ 
much as the Winter Palace has always 
been a sort of refuge for tramps and bud 
characters, adding to its other character­ 
istics that of a Kussian Alsatia, or Sanctu­ 
ary- for fugitive criminals. As five or six 
thousand persons found shelter iu the 
great 
pile of buildings, and as no 
serious attempt seems ever to have 
been made to ascertain the business 
of all of them, nothing was easier 
than to carry on such a ¡dot without 
arousing suspicion. In fact the real won­ 
der is that the Czar should have escaped so 
long, for it does not seem that there was 
any impediment to the designs of the 
Nihilists in the arrangements of the palace 
police. After this revelation of the laxity 
which marks the conduct of the Imperial 
household, the Czar can hardly feci much 
confidence in any precautions that can lie 
taken, for it is evident that no efforts were 
made to eecure the Bafcty of his person, 
and that practically there was nothing to 
prevent his assassination at any time. 


The German Government is about to re­ 
vive its scheme for cutting a canal uavigable 
for w ar vessels between the Baltic Sea and 
the Germán Ocean. The scheme is warmly 
supported in military eireles.

THS HEED OF ACTIO I ON THE DEBRIS 


Q . U t S r i0H . 
It is very generally perceived by this 
time that the oppositi .n to the Paras bill 
is being engineered 1 y parties whose inter­ 
ests are opposed to the adjustment of the 
existing difficulties. It would, however, 
be a reproach to the sagacity of the 
clientage of such parties if they failed 
to realize that their interests in this 
regard are not identical, and that it is for 
their good that the litigation which is 
desired should be aveided. It would be a 
still greater reproach upon the intelligence 
of the public generally if in a matter so 
broad and far-reaching, the selfish cun­ 
ning of any person or persons was per­ 
mitted to interfere with the prosecutiomof 
those protective and remedial works 
which the investigations Of the State En­ 
gineer have shown to be at once necessary 
and practicable. 
The time for action 
has arrived, and no rational excuse 
for further procrastination can be advanced. 
The measure now- before the Legislature, 
and known as the Parks or Brown hill, is 
the only attempt which has been made to 
apply the conclusions reached by the State 
Engineer. 
It is a carefully drawn and 
sufficiently guarded bill. It proposes to 
put in the hands of an engineering Board 
the task of framing a working plan for 
the solution of the debris problem. The 
cost of carrying out this plan Í3 to be de­ 
frayed by a tax which, extending over 
twenty year3, is limited to four and a half 
per cent, of the property interested. The 
utter absurdity of the assertions made 
by the opponents of the hill are made 
apparent the moment this fact is stated. 
They have been talking the ino3t wild and 
reckless nonsense about the “ danger” of 
“ unlimited taxation,”of “ burying thccom- 
“ munity for generations” under an appall­ 
ing load of debt; and so forth, ad nauseam. 
They would have been equally regardful of 
the truth had they declared that the pas­ 
sage of the hill would chaDge the cliruate 
of California, or that it would tnrn every 
man’s hair pea-green in t-venty-four hours. 
There is no such danger iu the bill. There 
is no danger whatever of “ unlimited” 
taxation. It limits the taxation strictly to 
four-and-a-half per cent., and four-and-a- 
half per cent., as the price of redemption 
from impending ruin, cannot be regarded 
as a tremendous burden for any community 
to carry. The real question is, whether 
those who are threatened with the destruc­ 
tion of all their property by the debris, 
prefer to let the mischief go on, or to pay 
a tax of 4J per cent, to secure relief from it ? 


C3NGREE3 AND THE CEINESE QUES­ 
TION. 


The allegations of the opponents of the 
bill as to the “ power ” bestowed upon the 
Board, are equally nonsensical and false. 
No power capable of being abused in any 
way is conferred upon the Commissioners. 
The character of the plan to bo adopted 
depends upon the judgment of the engin­ 
eers. The bonds to be issued are placed 
beyond the manipulation of any one con­ 
nected with the Commission. With the 
amendment in regard to the condemnation 
and purchase of property proposed by Mr. 
Parks himself, it will be impossible to 
squander any part of the funds. 
The 
whole of the money must of necessity be 
devoted to the legitimate purposes of the 
bill. The entire amount proposed to be 
raised is hut a trillo when the importance 
of the undertaking is considered, and it 
would be distributed over so largo an area 
that no severe strain could he placed upon 
any part of the community. It must he 
poiuted out that the objectors to the hill 
have misrepresented it scandalously and 
shamelessly. They have endeavored to 
create prejudice against it by unscrupulous 
resort to the most audacious falsehoods. 
They have alleged that it contained pro­ 
visions altogether foreign to it, that it will 
involve things which it could never re­ 
sult in. They hjive, in short, trusted to 
a persistent course of lying about the hill. 
This kind of opposition will not auswer. 
We intend that if the bill is beaten it shall 
he beaten on its merits. We have not la­ 
bored for years to secure remedial legis­ 
lation in this connection, to suffer the pub­ 
lic interest to be thrust into the back­ 
ground now at the bidding of parties 
interested in the indefinite perpetua­ 
tion of litigation. 
And we call at­ 
tention specially to the highly sig­ 
nificant fact that the opponents of 
the Parks bill have nothing better to offer. 
It is not a practicable scheme that they 
want. No practicable scheme would suit 
them. What they want is the abandon­ 
ment of all legislative remedies, to the end 
that the lawyers may enjoy a perennial 
stream of fqes from the protracted litiga­ 
tion certain in that case to ensue. The 
sinpla farmeis wha are said to have 
pledged their lands for contingent fees 
would then find that they had “ lawed” 
themselves out of house and home before 
the end ai rived, and by the time the at­ 
torneys liad sucked the orange dry the 
rivers would be destroyed, and Sacramento 
and Marysville would be in a fair way to 
bankruptcy. It is to avoid these dangers 
that we wish to see the Parks bill made law. 


The Wright Congressional Labor Com­ 
mittee lias made strong recommendations 
against the Chinese in California, and has 
proposed the modification of the Burlin­ 
game Treaty to such an extent as would 
make it possible to legislate against the 
subjects of the Brother of the Sun and 
Moon. At the same time news comes from 
China that the Government appears 
strongly disposed to revert to its ancient 
policy of exclusion and isolation ; a policy 
from ti hich tliSt Government would never 
have departed had not the Western powers 
undertaken to “ open up” trade with 
China through the characteristically 
Christian medium of broadsides and bayo­ 
nets. There is a poetical retribution about 
this which is not sufficiently appreciated. 
China never «’anted intercourse with the 
rest of the world, but the rest of the 
world forced it upon her; 
and now 
those 
who have 
had the most of 
it are imploring relief from the evil. 
There .is 
little doubt that if the 
Chinese Government is not subjected to 
foreign pressure it can be easily brought to 
resume its old habits of non-intercourse, 
aud such a change would of course enable 
us to ship all our Mongolian visitors hume 
again. 
But should Congress propose a 
modification of the Burlingame Treaty, 
and the Chinese Government propose to 
follow suit by revoking all its concessions 
to foreigners, tho Western Powers would 
infallibly fall foul of the whole policy, 
and insist that “ in the interests of 
“ commerce,” the intercourse between the 
nations should be unrestricted. TI1Í3 is 
what has always happened iu the past 
when China evinced symptoms of restless­ 
ness under the Western gospel of civiliza­ 
tion, and we shall have to make our ac­ 
count with such an obstacle in the present 
instance, beyond a reasonable doubt. 
Nevertheless, it is to bo hoped that the 
proposition to modify the Burlingame 
Treaty may- be pressed upon Congress. 


THE BOOT ON THE OTHER LEG. 


Sacramento is interested in the passage 
of this bill. It promises her security, aud 
it demands from her nothing which she 
cannot well afford. 
Her levees are al­ 
ready built, and therefore they would 
count for all they are worth in what­ 
ever plau was adopted. But it must he 
distinctly realized that Sacramento never 
can defend herself jiermanently by merely 
building levees. If the debris continues 
to be poured into the rivers it is only a 
question of a few years for the Sacramento 
river to be so filled tliat the present chan­ 
nel will no longer confine its waters, and 
when the navigability of the river must 
be entirely destroyed. 
It is not by 
selfishly aud blindly shutting herself 
up within her levcos that Sacramento can 
avert those evils. She must unite with her 
neighbors in the adoption of a comprehen­ 
sive plan. 
It is to this end alone that 
the labors of the State Engineer have been 
directed during the past two years, and 
this public would be deserving of any fate 
that might befall it if after having ascer­ 
tained the extent of the dangers tha't menace 
it, and the way to escape them, it should 
shut its eyes aud close its ears, and stupid­ 
ly refuse to avail itself of the remedies 
placed witiiin its reach. 
We shall never 
be more certain then we are now of the 
necessity for action. 
Of that there 
is no doubt. But if we hesitate, and waste 
time in finding fault with every plau of 
action proposed, the debris will have 
doubled our peril and the cost of relief be­ 
fore we know it. The Parks bill offers the 
only practical means of relief and protec­ 
tion now before the public, and it is both a 
feasible and a safe scheme. 
It commits no 
part of the community to any alarming 
outlay. It opens the door for no corrupt 
use of public funds. It merely carries into 
operation those conclusions which Science 
has worked out, and it does this with all 
due regard both to economy and efficiency. 
It is a good bill, an! it ought to be en­ 
acted. 
It cost $5’2,954 52 to run the government 
of Victoria, B. C., last year. 


It is stated that legislation is being pre­ 
pared, and will soon be introduced, limit­ 
ing the amount of fire insurance any local 
company can carry, so as to maintain some­ 
thing like a just proportion between the 
risks and the assets. The exhibits made 
recently of the dangerous condition of 
most of the local companies through the 
reckless acceptance of risks, have sug­ 
gested this law, ard it will apparently be 
somewhat hard for the corporations con­ 
cerned to show that such legislation is not 
demanded for the protection of tho public. 
The cold selfishness and hardy rapacity 
manifested by these companies in their 
recent efforts to drive out the Eastern and 
foreign companies have no doubt stimu­ 
lated some resentment against them. The 
proposed bill, however, seems to be in ac­ 
cordance with the public interest, for it is 
undeniable that insurance companies that 
take excessive risks are jeopardizing their 
patrons in a most unjustifiable manner, to 
use no harsher term.

At that poiut of the conversation 
another woman entered the room, and one of 
the little group, looking toward her, said, 
“ Why, is she out of employment?” “ Oh, 
no ; she is working in a factory, hut Bhe got 
off yesterday and to-day to come here,” was 
the auswer. “ They say that Mrs. Smith 
is making money out of this excite­ 
ment,” interposed one. 
“ ¡She’ll make at 
least two thousand dollars out of it,” saiil 
another. “ Well, she deserves it,” was the 
response. At 2:30 Mrs. ¡smith put in au ap­ 
pearance and spoke to the assembly. She 
commenced by saying that she had been re­ 
ported as being worth from forty thousaud to 
one hundred thousand dollars, but she could 
honestly say that the cash she now had on 
hand would not exceed ten Cents. She said 
the present meeting had been called so as to 
obtain the names, addres. es and exact situa­ 
tion of each one in attendance in order to 
pre-ent the facts to the Mayor, and also to 
inform each one that if they had fathers, 
brothers or husbands out of employment to 
seuil them to the City Hall on Monday morn­ 
ing, where they would explain their cases to 
the Mayor.

The Telegraph War. 
N ew Y ork, February 29th.—The Atlantic 
and I’acific Telegraph Company, which lias 
had a working understanding and arrange­ 
ment «a to the relative amount of dividends 
with the Western Union Telegraph Cumpauy, 
had prior to such arrangement, a compact 
enabling them (the Atlantic and Pacific Tel­ 
egraph Company) to control the wires along 
the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad. To-day, 
however, the telegraph war has assumed a 
still more complicated shape. The Baltimore 
and Ohio Railroad Company served a notice 
of its intention te take control of and operate 
the telegraph lines of the Atlantic aud Pacific 
Telegraph Company, and the Baltimore and 
Ohio Railroad Company, between Washing­ 
ton, D. C., aud Marietta and Cincinnati, O , 
Washington, Pa., Columbus, O., Newark, O., 
and Chicago, 111., heretofore operated by the 
Atlantic and Pacific Company under a tem­ 
poral y license. After the notice had been 
served and the lines all taken by the railroad 
company an injunction was served on Presi­ 
dent Garrett, ot the Baltimore and Ohio Rail­ 
road Company, at the Windsor Hotel, in 
this city, to restrain his company from taking 
possession of the lines «’hich were put there 
by the Atlantic and Pacific Telegraph Com­ 
pany iu 1S7G aud 1877 under, an arrangement 
made by General Eckert, then President, and 
D. H. Bates, then General Superintendent of 
the Atlantic aqd Pacific Telegraph Company. 
This arrangement, it is alleged, provided that 
the railroad company', who w ere at that time 
afraid of a consolidation between the 
Western Union and Atlantic and Pacific 
Company should at any time have the option 
of taking the lines at cost. On Saturday- 
last a contract was concluded between the 
Baltimore and Ohio Railroad Company and 
American Union Telegraph Company, having 
ten years to run, whereby all the telegraphic 
work and business of that railroad sfiall li? 
managed in connection with the American 
Union Telegraph Company, instead or the 
Western Union and Atlantic aud Pacific 
Telegraph Company. 
Alter the American Union Telegraph 
Company seized the wires of the Western 
Union Company on the central branch of the 
Union Pacific Railroad in Kansas, on Friday 
last, the American Union applied to Judge 
Otis, of the District Court of Atchison 
county-, for an injunction to prevent the 
Western Union from interfering with the 
possession or control of the wires along that 
road, and the application was granted.

A GANG 
OP 
THIEVES. 


Last F riday morning George Dnsenfcerry, 
a middle-aged man from Oakland, reported 
at the police office that he had l>een attacked 
on the street the preceding night and robbed 
of §<300 and a gold watch and chain, and had 
engaged in a conflict w ith three men, who 
robbed him. 
The police, however, from facts 
in their possession, catne to the conclusion 
that he had been intoxicated and been robbed 
in a bouse on L street, between Third and 
l‘ ourth. 
They at once began working to en­ 
trap the men who had com m itted the deed, 
and have succeeded in arresting several known 
thieves and bunko operators. 
The iirst step 
taken was the arrest that morning of Xellie 
ltogers, alias “ H oodlum N ell,” who keeps 
the house, by officer 
H arvey 
and 
local 
officers Brisssll and Cafferty. 
From state­ 
m ents made by the woman and other persons 
it was soon known who were

T hat morning Dusenberry, 
the loser, was in the bar-room of the City

And sentenced to thirty days’ imprisonment, 
but appealed to the Gounty Court, gave bond 
and the case has not yet beeii disposed of.

In answer, it was argued that there 
were cases in which it was impossible to state 
the points of illegality, but the Judge de­ 
cided that this was not one of them, and re­ 
fused to grant the writ, as Section 1174 of the 
l ’enal Code provides that the petition must 
state, among other things, in what the alleged 
illegality consists, if the imprisonment is 
alleged to be illegal. 
M eantime, at about a quarter to 12, the 
resolution in the Assem bly was adopted, .per­ 
m itting Mr. Braunhart to proceed to San 
Francisco to appear before the Supreme 
Court, in charge of the Sergeant-at-A rm s; 
and they at once proceeded to the depot and 
left on the 12:10 p. M. train, accoinpauied by 
Assem blymen Fox, Tyler and Merry, ap­ 
pointed to represent the Assem bly in the 
m atter before the Court. 
It was anticipated 
that the m atter might be heard and decided 
Saturday afternoon, and attorneys Cohen and 
Barbour were teli graphed to astcounsel for 
Mr. Braunhart, but the hearing of the case 
upon the writ, granted is set at 10 A. II. to­ 
day—the hour at which the terno of suspen­ 
sion under the resolution adopted by the As­ 
sembly expires. 
The party friends of Mr. 
Braunhart are very sanguine that the Su­ 
preme Court will decide against the action of 
the Assembly, from the fact that by the Con­ 
stitution the expulsion of a member requires 
a two-thirds vote, and they assert that a sus 
pension amounts to expulsion so long as it 
remains in operation ; whereas the majority 
deny such to be the effect of the suspension, 
and claim the power to suspend under d is h ­ 
ing's manual of parliamentary law, which 
has been adopted by the Assem bly.

were evidently represented by a lively col­ 
lection of highbinders, there for the purpose 
of hi-sing and jeering the imported stock out

interpreta­ 
tion out-ide barbarians can place upon the 
events that took place, and it is probable the 
theory is correct. 
The theater was packed 
from the very eaves of the cobwebed roof to 
the lowermost gulter of the pit. 
So soon as 
the San Francisco M acreadys put in an appear­ 
ance the horrestites showed th*-ir non-appre­ 
ciation by “ cat-ealls,” “ guys,” and otherin- 
teiruptious that would have put “ M elicail 
teator ’’ gods to sham e. 
The company en­ 
dured the torture for some time. 
Finally 
the programme called for a fencing exhibi’ 
tion. 
Actors appeared with long and gleam ­ 
ing swords, sharp-edged and pliant as D a­ 
mascus blades. 
O.ie wore 
an enormous 
shield, another wielded two of the swords

and 
warded 
off 
attacks 
from 
opponents 
with 
spears. 
The exhi­ 
bition was one 
of 
very skilKul fencing, 
but

Chínete 
hoodlums, who raised a storm ofldisapproval. 
The row attracted the attention of several of­ 
ficers, who entered, and congratulated them ­ 
selves on the points they were gaining in the 
methods of Chinese attack and resistance. 
Presently the swordsmen were opposed by 
one of the troupe armed with a heavy three­ 
pronged spear with a six-foot staff, with 
whicirhe made apparent murderous thrusts 
that were skillfully parried by the swordsmen, 
whereat a portion of the auditors applauded, 
hut the highbinders interrupted with cries ot 
fcorn and epithets of rage, and made ouch 
hostile demonstrations that one of t he man­ 
agers rushed on the stage and pulled the 
spearsman away. 
Iustantly the hoodlums 
sprang from the parquet and gallery aud be­ 
gan to clamber for the stage, and a young riot 
began. 
W . D. Farrell, D eputy Constable, 
blew bis whistle and started for the front; 
local officer May blew b * w histle an i went for 
the thick of the fray. 
Local office Coffee 
came from the door and started in as a peace­ 
maker, while interpreter S mdera got himself 
into the gallery t > head off the hoodlums iu 
that direction. 
Swords were brandi-hed, 
spears trembled, Cele.-tials hooted and howled, 
crowded upon the 
stage and threatened, 
when a Chinese merchant, who is a dignitary 
in “ Chinese M asonry,” mounted a bench and 
lifted up his hand and the crowd divided, the 
“ M asons” on one side and the “ hoodlum s” 
on the other. 
The division gave the officers 
an opportunity to get between. 
One of the 
ringleaders was snatched bald-headed to the 
rear, and the others given to understand that 
the low must cease. 
Afccr a time of much 
jabbering, the officers quieted the excited 
crowd. 
The highbinder faction demanded its 
money back, on the ground that the imported 
|ierformers were frauds and not fit to be 
seer, but the m anagement agreed to substi­ 
tute another play and the old favorites, which 
was done, and peace was restored.

lief is that but U r the opportune interference 
of the officers there would have been a mur­ 
derous fray, as blood was up and weapons 
were handy.

THE UTE PRISONERS. 
W ashington, February 28th.—Two of the 
U te prisoners who participated in the Meeker 
massacre arrived here to-day, ami it is un­ 
derstood they will be sent im m ediately to 
Fortress Monroe. 
Douglass, the only other 
one of the culprits thus far surrendered, is 
held as a prisoner at Fort Leavenworth. 
A current 
rumor, not yet verified, how­ 
ever, asserts that no punishment will be 
inflicted on tlitsc murderers 
beyond im ­ 
prisonment, beonuse their crime was com­ 
m itted ou an Indian reservation 
outside 
of 
the 
jurisdiction 
of 
the 
Colorado 
Courts or of any U nited States tribunal. 
There are, nevertheless, precedents for trying 
and condemning to death Indian murderers 
by m ilitary Courts, and although the W ash­ 
ington authoritieoare reticent a» to thuir inten­ 
tion regarding these culprits, it does not seem 
probable that they w ill Le allowed to escape 
punishment. 
It is stated on good authority, 
however, that in consequence of the surrender 
of these three U tes, word has been sent to 
tiie commanding officers in Colorado and N ew 
M exico that they need not continue their 
preparations for an Indian war in the spring-, 
It being considered certain that the entire U te 
question w ill be settled satisfactorily within 
the next m onth or two by firm but peaceful 
negotiations. 


DELIVERY OF ARMS TO THE GOVERNOR 
OF 
CALIFORNIA. 
The Secretary of W ar, at the instance of 
Representative Page, lias signed an order 
authorizing the delivery from the Benicia 
Arsenal to the Governor of the State of Cal­ 
ifornia of about §12,000 worth of arms and 
am munition, including several cannon. 
This 
is sure to be charged against the State’s an­ 
nual quotas until they equal the am ount of 
the advance. 
Secretary Ram sey’s action is 
based officially upon a request and represen­ 
tations made by Creed Ilaym ond, of the Gov­ 
ernor’s staff, several weeks ago. 


ALASKA. 
The sub com m ittee of the Senate Territo­ 
ries Committee, which has beeu considering 
the question of the advisability of providing 
a form of civil governm ent for Alaska, will 
recommend the enactm ent of a bill providing 
for the appointm ent of a Governor, and a 
Council, and one U nited States Judge for 
Alaska, aud for the extension of the land 
laws to tbat Territory, but in view of the 
smallness of the population will not favor the 
creation of a representative form of govern­ 
m ent. 
The subject w ill probably come up 
for discussion in full com m ittee next week. 


t h e PONCAS. 
The special com m ittee of inquiry into tlie 
m atter of the removal of the Poncas to Indian 
Territory, and into the declaration of the 
Poncas that they never signed a paper asking 
to be removed into Indian Territory, were 
informed by B right E yes that the Puueas, 
knowing nothing of white m en’s geography, 
were at the time of signing the document ut­ 
terly ignorant of Che location or even the ex­ 
istence of Indian T erritory; that Morgan, 
the interpreter, was an Omaha Iudiiin, equal­ 
ly ignorant upon that subject; that neither 
he nor the Poncas had any word in their lan­ 
guage coKasponding to the word Territory, 
and c o w f only speak of it in their lan­

(jaoiall, Perkins & Co. may own ten steamers 
v a lu e d at $10,000,000. 
Is it right and proper to tax 
Goods!), Perkins & Co. on $10,000,000 and then tax 
the Pacific Mail Steamship Company $10,000,000 on 
its property, and $10,^0,000 also upon its capital 
sto c k or ccrti6c*tes of stock? And >et th at is what 
ib gravely c-intended f »r by the advocates of the mi­ 
nority report, and they have argued gravely here, 
and i he Senator from belano has said that there is a 
distinction between the capital stock and the shares 
of capital stock in order to justify his course in vot­ 
ing f'T double taxati »u. 
I subm it there is noil iff t r ­ 
ence between the two, except that one is a corpora­ 
tion an t the other is ; n individual. 
I DO NOT LIK2 CORPORATIONS. 
Had I my way, I wou d abolish ail laws for the 
incorporation of any thing. 
I bel i ve th at they have 
b^eii detrim ental to the beet interests of the world. 
1 believe th at the history of our country and the his­ 
tory of the w rid will dem onstrate that corpora ions 
haveJieen an evil greater than the good th at has re­ 
sulted from them . 
liad I my way, I would strike 
iron» the statute books eve y law providing for in 
corporations, and 1 would not-perm it any more cor 
mirations to be formed. 
Hut the provisions of the 
law exist- Corporations are here ; corporations have 
been formed in the |*aat under our laws ; corporations 
can now be formed, and so long as corporations are 
here, so long as corporations are recognized by our 
laws and <»ur Constituid n,so long as they have rights, 
for one 1 am willing to vote to protect their rights. 
I am willing to vote to project the right.9 of a c«»r- 
p r.viion equally, as 1 wuuld be willing to vote to pro 
tcet the rights of an individual. 
1 have proved 
by my works my faith. Two years ago I stood 
in the Legislature solitary and al me against the 
H3-eillcd gag-law. 
When the Supcrvis rs of Sail 
Francisco'and ‘he Mayor of th at city came to Sac­ 
ram ento, fleeing from w hat they svd was the wrath 
behind th e m ; when the D istrict Attorney of San 
Francisco and the Judges and the Judiciary Com­ 
m ittee of both houses said we m ust pass this law, I 
did not believe it to be lig h t and proper; I did 
not believe it to he in accordance with 
the 
rights of the individual, the liberty of person 
and the liberty of speech, and I stood bo!itarj­ 
an il alone against the combined power of 
tKrth 
houses for two days in debate. 
I prophesied then 
that I would live to ice th at law repealed, and I 
have lived to see a bill introduced to repeal it go 
through both houses of the Legislature and be 
signed by the Governor, and tlis law stricken from 
the statute books 
I allude to th at to show th at 1 . 
have proven i*» public what 1 have said in private, 
th at 1 am willing to protect the rights of any man | 
he he never so humble, a .d I am willing to protect 
the rights of any corporation he it never so great. 
And when Senators upon this floor seek to dictate 
to m y s e l f ai d other Senators, and divert attention 
from the real questions by an attack ujiou corpora­ 
tions, and by denouncing corjvoratious, and de­ 
nouncing the fact th at they employ lawyers, for one 
I ftm not willing to allow them to think for a mo­ 
m ent that such talk has any influence with me, and 
I do not believe th at it has any influence with any 
fair-minded Senator ujioii this floor. 
Mr. W b»í—I did not denounce them for employ­ 
ing lawyers. 
. 
Mr. J o h nso n—1 w ill explain why I make t ie re­ 
m ark. 
He said they had a quasi-legal right to em­ 
ploy counsel. 1 say th at they have a legal right and 
a mor*! right, and there ij no half-way measure 
about iti 
Quasi only perm its by color of law, and 1 
bay that it is their duty to themselves and «he prop­ 
erty they own to employ lawyers or anybody else 
th it they think is right and legitimate to protect 
th eir property. 
NATIONAL BANK CA8E8. 
Now the Senator from Solano called attention to 
the decision of the Suprem e Court of the United 
States upon the proposition th at stocks could he 
taxed, and that there was a distinction between the 
tax »tiou of the capital stock and the taxation of 
shares. 
Why 1 am surprised at the Senator making 
th at argum ent or allusion, for the very law which 
authorized national banks provided how they should 
bo taxed, and the decisions th at were rendered were 
rendered under the law of Congress, which provided 
exactly how they should be taxed. Trie 41st Section 
of the Act which authorized the uatioual banks reads 
as follows in the proviso: 
*‘ Provided th at nothing in this Act shall be con­ 
strued lo prevent the authorities of any State from 
taxing the shares of capital stock of the banks herein 
piovided for, etc., etc. 
The Act which authorized the national bauks ex­ 
pressly provided bow they shoul 1 be taxed—ex- 
presslv said th at the shares should he taxed to those 
who held them, and m ust bo taxed in the manner 
which 1 have suggested. 
Now the Senator from 
Solano reads to the effect th at the Supreme Court 
of the United States decided th at projiosition to be 
correct. 
It is true they did it by a bare m ajority 
vote. 
I find in the case of Van Adain vs. the 
United States (31st Wallace’s U. S. Reports) th at by 
a bare majority of the vote of the Sup erne Court 
of the United States they decided th at the shares cf 
st ck could be assessed. 
Hut Chief Justice Chase, 
than whom no better or abler lawyer ever graced 
the Bench of this or any other country, and Associ­ 
ate Justices Swaync and W ayrc, making three of the 
ablest lawyers upon the Bench, dissented from th at 
opinion, and voted and gave the reasons for the 
faith that wr»9 in them , th at even with th at 
provibiun in the 
national 
banking law, 
the 
shares 
of 
stock 
should 
not 
be 
assessed. 
I allude to this as showing th at all the stre:*s laid 
by the gentlemen who favor tiic m inority report 
upon decisions cf the Unite ! States Courts, vanish 
inio thiii air when confronted w ith the stem fact 
Upon which the decisions were rende cd — that 
the-c decisions were rendered on cases coining up 
under a statute which expressly provided the means 
and m anner and modo of assessing the shares. 
It 
ex >rcsb!y said th at the shares should be taxed, and 
is why the Supreme Court said th at they could 
bo taxed ; and they only perm itted them to be taxed 
then bv u bare m ajority velo of th at high and august 
tribunal. 
While upon this branch of the case per­ 
mit me to call attention to the extremely lucid ex­ 
planations and the extremely direct answers that 
were given by the Senator from Solano anil the 
Senator from Sonoma lo the question pu t l.y 
the

Clara 
in 
refer­ 
en i ' 
to 
taxation 
in 
the case 
he 
gave 
in illustration. 
N either of them would answer 
the question directly. 
The Senator from Solano 
claimed th at it was outirde of the case. The Senator 
from Sonoma gave an evasive answer. 
They both 
contented themselves with answering in the style of 
Jack Bunsby, “ If so ho as I say why then so be it. 
My name is Jack Bunsby and w hat 1 says 1 stands 
to." The question w:u* fairly put by the Senator 
from Santa Clara, and neither of them answered. 
At the risk of being called a mere copyist; believing 
th at the proposition adva ced by the Senator from 
Santa Clara is unanswerable, with his permission 1 
w ill again use the illustration. 
If one man to day 
has one hundred thousand dollars, and to-morrow he 
goes into b isiness as a eoriniration w ith the same 
am ount of capital, has any more property been created 
by reason of the incorporation than there wa3 before? 
There is the same one hundred thousand dollars 
there, and th at is all there is. 
And yet under the 
system argued for by l he Senator from Sonoma he 
would be taxed upon the one hundred thousand 
dollars and upon the capital stock. 
1 subm it th at 
th vt is net fair; I subm it that it is not rig h t; I sub­ 
m it, also, th at the whole question as to the assess­ 
m ent *>f the capita! stock, and as to the assessment 
of shares of stock, is mot by the provision pointed 
out by Senator H ittell in the m ajority bill. 1 admit 
th at capital stuck may have a value; th at a corpo­ 
ration may have property in excess of the value of 
the tangible property of the corporation. That value 
i3 represented aud assessed by the m inority bill, by 
assessing the stock when 4 is above the par value, 
if any such tim e should occur. The Senator from 
Solano says th at th at vruuld never happen; th at the 
stock never r.ses above par. 
Now, 1 have a distinct 
recollection th at a few years ago the stock of 
the Sierra Nevada mine vreul up to $200, $390, $ ’.00 
and $000 a share w hen, 1 aiu inf .»rineJ, the par value 
wrasflW . 
I und rstand th at the stock of the gas 
corfKiratiou of San Franc’soo sells above par. The 
stock of the water corporation in San Francisco has 
so li above pa , but 1 do not know w hether it does 
now or not. 
1 only allude to them to show that 
there have been instances w here a corporation could 
bo assessed upon an intangible som ething beyoud 
the mere property that it has. 


IN00MK TAX. 
B ut 1 also desire to call th e attention of the 
Senator from Solano to th e proposition th at all his 
objections, as 1 understand them , can be met by a 
simple am endm ent to both or cither of the rcjKiris, 
by providing for an income tax upon its value.

am in favor of an income tax. 1 believe th at to be the 
right and proper method of treating this question 1 
believe it right and proper to levy an income tax, and 
I believe th at it is the only way to reach this 
and of property—bends, stocks, mortgages, notes, 
k in J c n d i* . 
I advocated th at proposi tion in the 
jo in t committee, and 1 found but three vetes for it, 
and I gi' e the Senator from Sonoma the credit th at 
lie voted with mo, and tho groat champion of to e 
m inority made an eloquent speech against taxing 
incomes, and yet, as I read his speech published in 
the new sp ipers. he is very anxious to assess some­ 
thing or somebody

You m ight reach the men who 
h ive their hundreds and thousand t and millions of 
dollars invested in United States bonds. You would 
make them pay a reasonable and rightful share of 
the expensed of the Govern m eet. 
An income^ tax 
would make all these men receiving large salaries— 
who, 1 am informed, are one great cause of the

A man may invest money in a mine, as has been well 
said by the Senator iro n Neva la, Mr. Watson. 
lie 
may have certificates th at rep-.sent so many shares 
of stock, which may be of co valve to him, unless he 
derives a revenue or income from tnom. 
The mere 
owuing of a hole in the ground, around which m ar 
be erecUd expensive work», should not subject him 
to a tax upon the p ro p erli, and then upon the capi­ 
ta! stock r upon tho certificate th at he owns th at 
hole in the ground, unless he is receiving an income 
from it iu execA» of the value of the property 
I 
w !1 leave out of the question m tirely the specu­ 
lative value which these stocks may have ; 
I 
will leave out of the question the great wrongs 
which I have no doubt have been committed on 
California and Pine «‘reels in reference to buey- 
m s up mines by false repor s, ar.xJI depress it* 
e ivSks lr fJse reports. 
I do not regard that u a 
leci’imato business in the m a .ner iu which it has 
been pi a' "iced; but I am ui.wiilisR th at because 
s t o c k brokers on Tine and California streets have 
robbed the public In th e p a s \ th a t legitim ate ru n . 
in . should be ruined and crushed uuder double and 
treble taxation. 
I believe th at the rem arks of Sen­ 
ato r Watson are unanswerable. 
Ho snows you the

fieures, and names the mines and companies in bis 
ilhistratioirt.

As I have said, in my judgm ent, provides for double 
taxation, or at least perm its us to have double taxa­ 
tion. The question for i:s to decide is, how shall we 
avoid double taxation? I do no t understai d any 
Senator upon this fl o r, save one, to favor double 
taxation, and un .er the ciicuinstances, as we all 
airrce on th at m atter, we should all agree th at the 
question for ub to decide is, how best to avoid 
double taxti n ? How nest shall we distribute the 
hurdci)9 of governm ent th at they may fall equally 
u pou the shoulders of «11. the rich and ‘he poor 
alike? 1 believe in equal and un form taxation. 
I 
differ from the Senator Irom L«*s Angeles. I believe 
it is right to have e jual and uniform taxation ; and 
II was surprised at the Constitutional Uoventkm 
voting dowu th at wise and ju st provision of the 
old Constitution which said “ taxation shall be 
equal and uniform throughout the State." 1 believe 
th at taxation can be made equal; I bdieve that tax­ 
ation can be made uoifojm ; and so believing, and 
ss v, ishinz to cast my vote, I favor the m ajority bill 
an more nearly approaching equality and uni ormity 
of taxation, as more clearly escaping the daiigi rs of 
double taxation. 
Inasmuch as the Senator has seen 
fit to quote from the inaugural address of his txcel- 
lency, Governor Perkins, 1, “ >o, will quote from that 
source. 
In th at address, alter saying th at all prop­ 
erty should he Uixc , the Governor says, “ Not, how ­ 
ever, iu such manner as to result in double taxation, 
to which L am iqpst emphatically and unalterably 
opposed.” 
I indjbrse that expression in Governor 
Perkins’ inaugural. 
I am, like him, emphati­ 
cally and unalterably opposed to double taxa­ 
tion, and, therefore, I 
favor »he muj rity bill. 
The Senators say th at they will vote against it 
btcause it contained a provision that no property «9 
subject to double taxation. They are opposed to 
this hill because it savs expressly that it is against 
double taxation. They arc opposed to this bill be­ 
cause it is a legislative declaration th at double tax­ 
ation shall not obtain in this State. 
Why I read in 
the newspapers that were published, friendly to the 
adoption of the new Constitution, and 1 heard their 
chief leaders and speakers say iu Sacramento, that 
the Const it ation did nut perm it double taxation ; 
that if it did perm it double taxation the Legislature 
never would allow double taxation. 
I heard them 
say that the Principles of the party ealled tt*e New 
Constitution q»ariy were unalterably opposed in 
every way, form and m anner to double taxation 
And now when we, ill this Legislature,-are con­ 
fronted for the first time w ith the question of double 
taxation, an honored member of the New Constitu­ 
tion party, a m an selected by his people as a 
representative of th at party, a man whose name 
w.is mentioned in connection with the high posi­ 
tion t>i Governor and Lieutcuaut-Governor, the 
Senator from Los Angeles says th at he votes against 
this m ajority bill because it c m tains the declaration 
against double taxfffion. 
In the language of the 
eloquent Senator from the Eleventh—“ Oh, consist­ 
ency, where art thou V as applied to your position. 
The new Constitution i«irty have th eir representa­ 
tives on this floor, and T ask every man who be­ 
longed to t -at party in the past, who favored the 
adoption of the new Constitution, who stood upon 
the stum p saying th at the Legislature could pre­ 
vent double taxation, I ask him to record his vote 
against the m inority report, and, in accordance 
w ith his speeches, against double taxation. 
All 
th at is contained here is a fair, square, unmistaka­ 
ble, direct legislative declaration th at double taxa­ 
tion shall not prevail in this ¡State. 
ARE YOU IN FAVOR OF DOUBLE TAXATION? 
Do you wish property to he taxed twice? I do not 
adm it the doctrine of the Senator from Sonoma. 
If 
t’ e property pays taxes twice, it is double taxation, 
whether it is owned or represented by cash or 
whether it is represented by*certificates of stock. 
He says if a horse is taxe 1 to John and also to 
James, who can complain? Why, the jicople can 
com plain; outraged honesty can com plain; outraged 
decency can com plain; the Constitution of the 
Mate can complain ; God can complain, because 
His people are not carrying out His laws and are not 
obeying His laws. 
Because double taxation is 
w rong; double taxation is wicked ; double taxation 
is revolutionary, and double taxation never should 
exist in this or any other country, and never shall 
with my voto be perm itted to be engrafted upon the 
statute books of this Stale. 
And yet the opposition 
to the m ajority bill is because it says squarely and 
fairly th at it is opposed to double taxation. 
Are€ 
Senators prepared to say by their votes that they 
favor double taxation? Are they prepared to follow 
the lead of the Senator from Sonoma and favor 
double taxation ’? 
If they are I misjudge them , and 
1 mistake the tendencies of the times. 
I am aware 
th at there is great distress in the land, or at least 
th at tiie statem ent is made th at there is. 
I am 
aware that the statem ent has been mude th at there 
is trouble at hand. 
I *m aware th at there have 
been efforts made to excite a mob to rise in San 
Francisco. 
As to the am ount of distress that 
exists hi San Francisco, and the necessity for legis­ 
lation tending to its relief, 1 am not aware ; but for 
one, I will go as far as any other man to relieve the 
distresses of the people either of San Francisco 
or of any other portion of this State. 
Let the 
Senat r from the Eleventh District introduce a bill 
to provide employment for the men in San Francisco 
and he will find me side by side with him, as I was 
side by side last session with the members of the 
Sau Francisco delegation, voting in favor of every 
honorable appropriation th at would give employ­ 
m ent to the starving poor of San Francisco. 
1 pro- 
jH»se to vote for the bill introduced by the Senator 
from the Twelfth, Mr. Kelly, giving the State Board 
of Harbor Commissioners the power to put $100,000 
into circulation to give t mplovment to the people 
there, and I ask the Senator, ana I ask any gentle­ 
man upon this floor, bow this m inority bill, or how 
double taxation will help the poor people? How- 
double taxation will help any man to buy bread for 
himself or bis children ? Will double taxation give 
you a k a f of brea" ? Will double taxation give me 
a loaf of bread ? Double taxation will simply result 
in driving capital from the State. 
Double taxation 
will simply impose an onerous and oppressive bur­ 
den upon th e property, upon the corporations, upon 
the wealthy men of the State, and the poor men of 
the State. 
Double taxation will suieiv result in 
ruining and destroying the energies of the State, of 
ihe people; so th at the thousands of poor who uow 
wulk the streets will he doubled and trebled in num 
ber. 
Let laws be introduced which will art to their 
benefit; k t not the red flag l e waived hero to bull­ 
doze us into voting for th s measure because they 
say the people want thiá. and the people want that, 
and that it is going to assist the starving poor. 
And 
let us rem em ber that 


THE PEOPLE MAKE MISTAKES 
Frequently; and 
an instance th at the ]>eople 
make mistakes let me call attention to the last 
election. 
The Senator from Solano says that the de­ 
cision of the Supreme Court iu the íiib .ru ia Bank 
cose, that mortgages were not property, was the 
cause th at led to a Convention to frame the new 
Constitution ; th at the decision of the Supreme 
Court in the Hibernia Bank case was the cause that 
led to the adoption of the new Constitution ; th at it 
was adopted larg lv by the farmers who had been 
injured by th at decision, 
lie described them as 
conseivative people, who o n l/ moved when they 
were injured. That clement, he a&ys, adopted the 
new Constitution. The Senator knows, and every 
lawyer on this floor knows, that the decision of the 
Hibernia Hank cose was rendered by a m ajority of 
three against two. 
E. \V. McKinstry wrote the ma­ 
jority report. 
E. W. McKinstry was the man who 
turned the scale and said th at mortgages should not 
be lax ei, and E. W. McKinstry lias been elected a 
Judge of the Supreme Court of this State by the 
people of this State, after they have adopted this 
new Constitution, which Senator Wendell says was 
made necessary by tk at decision. 
I subm it th at to 
you as an instance showing that the people do make 
m ist-kes. 
A. L. Rhodes w¿is a member of the same 
Supreme Court and wrote the dissenting opinion, 
and 
the 
people 
of 
this 
State 
refused 
to 
elect 
him 
Chief 
Justice 
of 
this 
State, 
notw ithstanding 
his 
record 
upon th at prupo 
eition, aud he ran behind in the agricultural coun­ 
ties of the Sta e, and Mr. McKinstry ran ahead in 
the a.rkm ltural counties of the State, showing that 
these farmers, w ho are so slow to move, are liable 
to m ke mistakes ju st as well as city people. 1 al­ 
lude to this, simply to show th at the people make 
mistakes, and that the man who rendered this de­ 
cision, which the gentleman says called for the new 
Constitution, was elevated to power for 12 years by 
the people, and the; relegated to private hie the 
Judge who voted against that decision. 


SAYINGS BANKS. 
There ia another proposition whicli I think ought 
to impel every’ man to vote against the minority 
bill, a.s an entirety, and that 
is its proviaions 
iu regard to taxing 
savings 
banks and their 
depositors. 
Now 
let 
us 
examine 
what 
a 
savings bank is. 
I grant the Senator from Los 
Angele* th at savings banks have been abused. 
I grant that savings bauks, as they have been con­ 
ducted in this sítate, and in other States, have been 
a damage i ■ some instances to the people. 
If my 
memory serves me right, when the Senator from 
tiie Thirteenth and I stood shoulder to shoulder 
seeking to reduce the burdens of the borrowers 
from savings banks, the Senator from Los Angolés 
voteo against us. 
But while I adm it th at there 
have been abuses m the conduct of the business of 
savings banks, 1 regard them as something w hich 
has been of great value to the State, and 1 ask Sen­ 
a o n to think for themselves 
what a savings 
bank is. 
A savings bank, as properly con­ 
ducted, is merely a place where people can 
deposit their money in order that it may be loaned 
out to other ptrsous. The Seuator from lo s Angeles 
has told you who and what it is that make up th ) 
bulk of deposits In savings banks. The laws of this 
Slate provide that savings banks shall loan their 
money upon mortgages on real estate. 
The money, 
therefore, of the savings bank, which is deposited 
there by Mrs. McCarthy, the washerwoman, and by 
Johu Jones, the laborer, is loaned out upon a m ort­ 
gage upon real estate security. 
Now Mrs. Mc­ 
Carthy and Mr. Jones have each got a pass-book 
showing the condition of their account with ihe 
bank. Suppose the am ount ce;»osited in the bark 
am ounts to a milliou of d««liars. Suppoee that $iW0,- 
OUO of money is loaned out upon mortgages and there 
is $100,000 cash on hand. The effect of the sytiem 
proposed by the m ajority would be to tax the*$9u0,- 
000 of mortgages that they had oil the first Monda? 
of March, and the $100,0oO of cash that they had on 
hand, and th at would be all. Isn’t that all the prop­ 
erty th at there is? Is there any other property- 
connected with the savings bank -the money th at 
they have on hand and the money they have loaned 
out ? They havo no other propert;, except, per- 
baps, where they have been obliged to take real es­ 
tate when the mortgage was not paid. That is what 
the m ajority bill proposes—tax the mortgages aud 
the easn on hand, m iking » total of $ ,000,0ft). The 
m inority report proposes to tax the bank not only 
upon its ¿XH),000 loaned out, and upan the $100,000 
cash on hand, bu t it proposts to tax each individual 
depositor there for the money th at he has deposited 
iu the bank, making a d juble taxation, or a tax on 
$*’ 000 000. 
Now, the m ajority bill provides the 
remedy and corréela the evil. 
I; aaja: “ Crodita, 
cl.im s and demanda due, owing or accruing to bona 
tide residente ot thia S u te , ior or on account of 
money deposited wv h any saving* or loan corpora­ 
tion, or other corporation doing a banking busiues- 
in this fctatc, and stock or shores of stock issued by- 
a corporation organized under tbe laws of this State, 
he d by bcr.a fide residents of this State, shall, for 
the puiposes of assessment and taxatiou, be 
deemed and treated 
as 
an 
interest in the 
property* 
of 
such 
corporation.” 
Now, 
that 
perm its the taxation to be made once. 
That 
perm its the taxation to be mode upon the property 
which is Diere. 
T hat perm its the bank to be 
assessed uj>on the money it has loaned out, upon 
the property it has beau ohligfed to take up«M, unpaid 
m ortgager, and upon the cash on 
hau l. 
The 
m ajority till contains that wise, ju st and beneficial 
provision. 
I 
member# to support the measure 
upon the propi.-ttiou alone. 
Th i t is sufficient of 
itself to entitle it to their support. The Senator 
from SoIáSo aiuie au o b jx tio u to the majority re­ 


port which in my judgm ent h not addressed 
to the bill and not to the question of principle. 
In reference to .Section 3629, he claimed that the 
majority bill «loes not sufficiently prescribe what the 
Assessor shall demand and receive from the person 
he is going to lax. 
That is simply a qu stion of de 
tail. 
It does not go to the principle of the bill, and 
1 think th at h'S objection is inet by ihe provision of 
th * bill. ¡Section 3629 of the m ajority bill leads as 
follows: 
“ 
“ He m ust exact from each person, firm and cor­ 
poration, a slat meiit, in writing, in the form pre­ 
scribed by the Stote B oard^f Equalization, s towing 
all ib e property, not e x e n P from taxation, belong­ 
ing 6c*, claimed by, in the possession or under the 
control or management of such person, “ r,° <>r 
corporation. 
The statem ent m uat separately state 
and describe lands, city or town lots, improvements, 
m ortgages deeds of trust, contracts, and other ob- 
1 ¡¡rations byw h.ch debts are secured, stocks issued 
by corporations, credits for moneys depo#ited with 
savings and loan corporations, or other corporations 
doing a banking business, ad other credits, debts 
owing bv such person, firm or corporation, to bona 
fide residents of this State, or to firms or eorp .ra­ 
tions doit g business in this tate 
The statem ent 
on behalf ot a firm m ust be made by one or more of 
its members, and the statem ent 
behalf of a^cor­ 
poration m ust h i made by its President, Cashier, 
Secretary, managing agent, or two or more ol them, 
or bv its Directora or Trustees.” 
1 subm it to the Senator that th at sufficiently an­ 
swers his objection, because it is to be supposed that 
tho State B-.ard of r.qualizatmn will do their duty in 
the m atter. a:i<l th at they will prescribe the form 
which will adm it of proper assessment*. 
In my 
judgm ent the whole pr position turns fairly and 
squarely upon the question w hether or no t ve will 
tax the stock of companies at all, and if we tax 
tlitm , how shall we tax them . 
For one, I shall give 
my vote against the taxation of stacks, not because 
the Constitution d»*es not 
perm it; 
not 
be- 
rause 
the 
Constitution 
doe# 
not 
mention 
them, bu t because I believe it would be double 
taxation and injurious to the S tate; because 
I believe that the capital stock represents simply 
the property of the company, the same as my deed 
represents my title to my house and lot. If the 
State provides for. a tax ujx.n capital stock it should 
also provide for a tax upon a m an’s deed, inasmuch 
at they are the same thing. 
But if it be the inten­ 
tion to tax capital stock or -this intangible some­ 
thing which represents the ownership of property, 
the part < f wisdom then is to tax it in such a m an­ 
ner as to work the least inj istice to the people 
and to produce the most revenue to the Govern­ 
ment tin t is consistent with just and fair dealing. 
I believe the proposition subm itted by the Senat**r 
from Plumas to be the best one, if you are to tax 
stocks at a ll; that is, to tax them to the individual 
shareholder; for this reason, because the corpora­ 
tions m ight resist the payment, and it could not be 
collected in many coses. 
1 understand that most of 
the large mining companies have the bulk of th tir 
property in the State of Nevada. 
The tax may be 
levied on Consolidated Virginia, for instance, aud 
they would refuse to pay. 
Ydu can.get judgm ent 
uga.nst thcin, but you would have nothing to levy 
an execution upon, save some dusks, chairs and of­ 
fice furniture. 
Now, if you desire to derive a 
revenue, tiie only m ethod is by assessing it to the in­ 
dividual. 
Of course 
IT WOULD WORK GREAT INJUSTICE, 
# 
As has been said by Senator W atson. Of course it 
would ruin his county. 
It would take millions of 
do lurs of taxable proj*crty from Placer, Nevada and 
Tuolumne counties. 
But if you propose to levy a 
tax upon stocks, levy it in such a m anner that }0U 
can get something out of it. If you propose to levy 
this tax, levy it in such a m anner that the State will 
derive a revenue, and not merely assess for the^ pur­ 
pose of imposing upon the State such an iniquitous 
measure. 
If vou propose to levy it at all, levy it in 
the m anner projiosed by Senator Cheney, for by 
doing so alone can you derive any revenue from it. 
I trust th at th e m a j irity bill will b¿ adopted as 
the basis upon ^rh ich am endm ents shall be en­ 
grafted to provide for the settlem ent of this vexed 
question of revenue and taxation. 
I hope that we 
will decide it regardless of our )>er8onal fee’ ngs and 
the clamor# of newspapers or of people on the out­ 
side. I hope th at we will decide it upon the sanctity 
cf our oaths and in accordance w ith our duty as 
Senators. 
I hoj>e th at no man will vote upon it in 
any other m anner than th at which his conscience 
tells him is right—regardless of clamor ; regardless 
of anything save th at which convinces our reason 
and our understanding, and affects our sense of 
justice. 
Decide the question not because we have 
the power and ability to “ cinch” somebody, not 
because we think the Constitution provides for 
double taxation, not because people have said in the 
past, and are saying now, that they are in favor of 
making 
rich 
cori»orations 
contribute 
inore 
money to 
the 
State, but 
according to the 
dictates of your consciences, and upon the prin­ 
ciples of 
right and ju-tice. 
Not 
upon the 
senseless cry that comes up from men who pay no 
taxes and have no property, bu t decide it in ac­ 
cordance with the conservative instincts of the age, 
in accordance with civilization and in accordance 
with the best interests of society and of the State. 
Remember th*t capital has left us. 
Remember th at 
men who made their millions m San Francisco are 
working and spending their millions to-day in the 
East. 
Remember th at corporation after corpora­ 
tion has reduced its capital stock. 
Remember th at 
the Bank Commissioners’ report shows th at seven 
banks have closed business and that there has beep 
a decrease of about $13,000,000 in the deposits in 
savings banks since their report. 
Remember that 
it is said trouble is ahead. 
I am not one of those 
who fear any trouble. 
BARKING DOGS SELDOM BITE, 
And when these things th at are unworthy to be 
called men gather upon the sand lots and threaten 
to erect a gallows to hang men whose shoe strings 
they are unworthy to unloose, I have for them 
simply scorn and loathing, not fear. 
I have no 
fear for nor of 
any such 
craven curs, 
aud 
I 
have nothing bu t 
disgust 
for 
the 
men 
who 
indorse 
them 
a rd their sentim ents. 
I 
fear 
no trouble. 
I have th at confidence in 
the deep-seated feeling of justice and manhood 
th at is in every American citizen, I have th at belief 
in the grandeur and dignity and the m ajesty of our 
free institutions, I have that confidence in the com­ 
mon sense of the people of Son Francisco, I hare 
that confidence in the men who are in power there 
and in our Governor which impels me to the belief 
Hhat the first symptoms of mob violence there would 
be crushed out, as it deserved to be crushed 
out, 
by the iron 
hand 
of 
armed 
freemen, 
rained to protect 
the 
rights 
of 
civilization 
and the rights of decency. [Applause.] But, sir, 
while I have no fear of disorder, while I have no 
fear of trouble, while I have no idea that this is any­ 
thing save a m cracc to the Legislature, I cannot 
shut my eyes to the fact th at distress doesprcraii, rs 
1 honestly believe by the adoption of the Constitu­ 
tion th at we now- labor under, and by the fears that 
capital entertains as to unwise legislation that may 
he passed under the provisions of th at Constitution, 
I have 
fears 
th at trouble will come to the 
people, 
not because of the threats of 
dema­ 
gogues, but because of tbe distrust it carries 
among 
those 
who fear 
th at 
w hat 
money 
they have will be taken from thgm. Capital is timid. 
Capital takes fright easily ; and when it once tak s 
fright it ia bard to get. courage rgain and to return 
to the place from whence it has been driven by real 
or imaginary fears. J t is the part of wisdom, it is 
the part of prudent legislators, to so act as to protect 
capLa! in its ju st rights ; to so act as to invite capi­ 
tal to our shores ; to so act that the capitalists of all 
the world will come to California to aid us in build­ 
ing up our State, and m ake it great and grand 
and 
powerful 
as 
it 
ought 
to 
be. 
Capi­ 
tal 
should 
be 
encouraged; 
we 
should 
do 
nothing to alarm capital. 
We should do nothing 
th at would tend in the slightest degree to drive from 
the State those who are willing to aid us in develop­ 
ing the resources of the State, and who arc afraid 
that their moil y will be taken from them and that 
capital will be unjustly and unwisely dealt with by 
laws made possible by the Constitution th at is now 
the organic law of the land. 
Let us legislate so as 
to keep capital here. 
When Senators say th at the 
cries of capital should not be li-tenci to, in my 
judgm ent 
they 
make 
a 
mistake. 
Capital 
should 
be 
listened 
to 
in 
its 
ju st 
de­ 
mands, 
capital 
should 
be 
protected 
and 
labor also should be protected. 
The two interests 
arc identical, and I ask you, in deciding upon this 
bill, to remember that double taxation can be had 
under the Constit tion ; th at double taxation can­ 
not be had under the m ajority b ill; that double 
taxation can be had under the m inority bill, and .to 
remember th at double taxation is a curse to the 
.State, and will retard California a hundred years in 
our nice to prosperity and happiness. 
I tru st tliat 
we will decide it promptly, and decide it to-day. 
I 
tru st that we will vote upon the proposition to-day, 
iu order th at it may be disposed of, and that we may 
go on with the business of the session.
